THE BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your committee to whom was referred the Bible Cause bee 
leave to submit the following report: ' 6 

We regard the distribution of the Scriptures as of vital 
importance in the evangelization of the world, and we find 
that the American Bible Society through her agencies is 
doing a grand work in this direction. In our own District 
Alabama and Florida, under the efficient management of Dr! 

Parker , agent — a man well qualified by gifts and graces the 

people are being supplied with the Scriptures. The Society 
has had at work during the year, twenty men, canvassing the 
various sections of this District, supplying: the Deonle with 
the word of Life, by sale at cost and by donation 

From this canvass it is learned that from 10 to 50 per cent, 
of the white families and from 40 to 80 per cent of the col- 
ored people are destitute of the Bible. 

To supply this destitution, The American Bible Society 
has spent over $8,000, and has received in return $4,0(10 from 
the field. Thus it is seen that the Society has spent over 
$4,000 more than its receipts. 

The rapidly increasing population of our section of the 
country, makes it necessary that we press this work of sup- 
plying the people with the Scriptures, with vigor. 

The American Bible Society has circulated in the South in 
the last eight year, over eighteen hundred thousand copies of . 
the Scriptures —of this number donated ten hundred thousand 
copies. 

Ia view of the fact that the American Bible Society is the 
adopted channel of the M. E. Church, South, for circulating 
the Scriptures in Home and Foreign fields, and in view of 
the fact that this work is carried on a : an immense cost, and

ON TEMPERANCE. 

Your Committee on Temperance having considered the sub- 
ieet present the following for your consideration. Our pres- 
ent prohibitory laws we believe would be amply sufficient- 
were they enforced. We need laws looking to the enforce- 
ment of our present laws by inflicting punishment on those 
who are evading them by club rooms, drug stores, and physi- 
cian's prescriptions, and we think that every lover of good 
morals and government should insist that we have a law pun- 
ishing drunkenness and requiring conductors to arrest and 
confine if necessary drunken men on their trains, and fining 
and imprisoning all salesmen or women who shall sell or oftei 
to sell any liquors, including wines and beers of all kinds, in 
counties that are dry. Another evil to be overcome is the jug 
trade To do this we think that all public carriers should be 
prohibited from carrying these liquors into dry counties. How 
to accomplish these ends is a question upon which many of 
our best temperance workers have disagreed and we feel satis- 
fied that the best thing for us to do is to try and formulate 
some plan upon which all temperance workers can agree.

Temperance workers being human, we consider this too great 
a task for us to undertake with so little time before us: we 
would therefore respectfully recommend, 

1st. That we respectfully request Rev. H. E. Partridge and 
Rev. J. M. Pike to act as a committee who shall be instructed 
to invite a similar committee from other Christian churches to 
meet them for the purpose of formulating some plan upon 
which all can agree for the suppressing of the liquor traffic 
We also include the W. C. T. U., the Y. M. C. A. and the dif- 
ferent orders of Temperance workers.

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REPORT OF SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 



The figures furnished to the Conference show that we have 303 schools; 
1,752 officers and teachers; 12,092 scholars; 814 scholars have joined the 
church, and .#632.70 have been raised in the schools for missionary pur- 
poses. This is a gratifying increase. 

The reports of the Secretary and Treasurer show that 31 Sunday 
Schools, with 1,084 scholars, were organized by the aid of our Board dur- 
ing the Conference year. 

The plan formulated at our last annnal meeting, i. e., aiding schools to 
secure libraries, has worked successfully. We recommend all our schools 
to use the plan. 

We also recommend that the appropriation for helping to secure libra- 
ries be increased to $10, or dollar for dollar up to $20. 

The District Sundav School Conferences wherever held, have given an 
impetus to our work for good. We earnestly urge the holding of these 
Conferences, during the incoming year, in each presiding elder’s district. 

We urge the observance of “Children’s Day” in all our charges. 

We respectfully request the Presiding Bishop to appoint an Agent, to 
travel throughout our Conference, whose duty it shall be to organize Sun- 
day Schools, and to promote the interests of the cause in general, for 
which he shall be paid a salary of #600, the same to be paid out of the 
collections he shall take, and all sums over said amount shall be paid to 
this Board for use in its work. 

We commend to our pastors the series of tracts and leaflets on Sunday 
School work, edited by J. A. Pepper, and published bv our Publishing

ON PAINE AND LANE INSTITUTES. 

These institutions are engaged in educating and training 
teachers and Preachers under the auspices of the Colored M 
E. Church in America. Both have been recognized and en- 
dors'd by the General Conference of our own church, which 
appointed Rev. W. M. Hayes commissioner to solicit contribu- 
tions and promote the financial interests of both shcools. Hfs 
eloquent and earnest appeal was listened to with profound at- 
tention on Thursday. He has furnished your committee with 
the following statement: Paine Institute is located at Augus- 

ta, Georgia, and Lane Institute at Jackson, Tennessee. To- 
gether they are teaching about 400 scholars, and are provided 
with a sufficient corps of teachers. 

There can be no doubt of our duty, as a church, to aid these 
colored brethren in their laudable efforts to provide intelligent 
and Christian instructors for their people, who form so large a 
percentage of the population of our Southern states. Therefore

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ON MEMOIRS. 

CHAS. E. PELOT. 

Charles E. Pelot was born in Columbia County, Fla., March 
1st, 1842, and died in Tallahassee July 21, 1890. The son of 
pious parents, he was converted to God in childhood, and 
even through the trying scenes of army life— for he was a 
brave soldier of the Confederacy— maintained his Christian 
integrity. For several years before joining the Conference he 
was a local preacher, preaching acceptably and laboring faith- 
fully for the souls of men. After a hard struggle, he present- 
ed himself for service in the itinerancy, giving himself fully 
to its demands. His was a complete commitment and a hear- 
ty acceptance of its conditions, requirements and doctrines. 

At the Monticello Conference in January, 1877, he with sev- 
en others were admitted on trial, six of the class, including 
himself, being preacher’s sons. He was ordained deacon by 
Bishop Kavanaugh, November, 1878; and elder, by Bishop 
Pierce, in 1880. He served Ft. Mason Mission in 1877. Ft. My- 
ers Circuit the two next years, was sent to Alafia Circuit in 
1880 and ’81, to Bartow Circuit in ’82 and Ft. Meade Cir- 
cuit in ’83. In ’84 and ’85 he was pastor at Orlando, at Tam- 
pa in ’87 and ’88, Myers in 1889, and received his last earthly 
appointment to Spark’s Chapel, Key West, in 1890. At most 
every point he was very successful in reviving the Church, 
building up its material state and laying good foundations 
for future prosperity. At Orlando, he was blessed with a re- 
vival of rare power. He was instrumental in the erection of 
church buildings at Ft. Meade, Bartow and Orlando, and sev- 
eral parsonages. He was a faithful administrator of disci- 
pline; and while loving and kind to the erring, with unswerv- 
ing fidelity he executed the laws of the ( hurch. He knew 
no man after the flesh” in the discharge of this delicate duty. 
He hated sin. He loved holiness. He recognized the enmity 
of the carnal mind, and the hostility of the world to Christ 
and the Church. He had no compromise to make with any 
of the foes of his Lord. He was fearless both in discharge of 
duty and in preaching the truth. Brother Pelot had a strong, 
clear Christian experience, realizing the power of the atone- 
ment to wash away sin and save to the uttermost. He was a 
man of prayer. His devotion to the doctrines, polity and in- 
stitutions of the Church was deep. In great feebleness just 
before his last illness, he attended the annual meeting of the 
Trustees of the Conference College, of which Board he was 
President. He loved the College and gave and worked for its 
success. 

He felt when appointed to Key West, that it would be his 
last work. Weeks and months of feebleness and pain pre- 
ceeded his departure. With unwavering faith he met the last 
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enwny When reason itself seemed dethroned, he said: 
y hatever else I may not now know, of this I am sure— my 
religion - fell the brethren,” said he, “ not to be anxious 
about where they may be sent; I would rather go on God’s 
choice to the poorest Mission in the Florida Conference than 
select for myself its best work.” It was well with him; he 
died in the faith. H. E. Partridge.

1 I f 1 ? h ?ooo Mc ^, ndree T y din S s was born in Pittsburg, Pa., Ju- 
ly 1st, 1823. When he was hut a child his father moved to 
Kentucky, where for years he was Methodist itinerant. In 
young manhood Brother Tydings was converted to God and 
joined the (hurch. In 1844 he was licensed to preach, and 
soon thereafter joined the Louisville Conference. In 1850 he 
was transferred to the Florida Conference, where for twen tv- 
one years he labored faithfully and well in circuit, station 
^strict work ln almost every section of the State, 
riu 1 1 . traus I (i rred west, and for several years served the 

Church in Arkansas; but in 188O returned to Florida the 
scene of his earlier labors and successes, and among the breth- 
ren whom he so dearly loved. At the close of 186b, he took a 
superannuated relation, hut even then, though feeble in bodv 
did much work for the Master. Brother Tydings was a man 
ot gentle disposition and sweet spirit. Love was the charac- 
tenzing feature of his religious experience — love which en- 
abled him to take hard appointments, bear privations, suffer 
hardship; love which was unsuspicious, unselfish, gentle 
He was as gentle as a woman, yet brave and patientas a mar- 
tyr. Brother r l ydings was well acquainted with our theologv 
and heartily embraced and faithfully preached its teachings 
exemplifying them in his life. In his declining years, his de- 
votion to Christ and the Church suffered its crucial test when 
called upon to give his lovely daughter Lllie, his oldest born 
to the foreign mission work in Mexico. But freely he sent 
her forth to her Divinely appointed work, as he himself had 
gone in young manhood, since for him to live was Christ to 
die was gain. To the true wife who had faithfully and pa- 
tiently borne with him the burdens of life, he sweetly spoke 
of tne rest Heaven would give him. He fell asleep' Decem- 
ber 27tli, i890. Such characters and lives may not be satisfac- 
torily portrayed with pen: they shine best in 'the lives where 
they have stamped their impress. And God has them written 
in His Book; there they will never die. The face and pres- 
ence of our saintly Tydings are no more among us, but beam 
in the light of Heaven’s eternal day, where may we see them, 
when we behold the King in his beauty!
